The young plant, planted in Mcriliieil «oil, consisting of the most unrtuoui nativa 
earth, enriched with hard-wc«»l ashe» and oth-r twiiliars, is now ready (or iti lecond 
growth and devtlopmt nt. All planters in the Province do not follow this scientific tystem 
of culture, but thrw »hn do are wrll repaid for th. i trouble, as most ol their output is 
bought by at at a premium and goes in the manufacture of

The New Fox player was born in 
Ottawa and was graduated from the 
Collegiate Institute in that city at 
the age of 14. 

While he was deciding what to do 
next, the Boer war began, and Tag- 
gart ran away from home and joined 
tliti celebrated regiment organized and 
equipoed by Lord Strathcona, which 
is known in history as "Lord Strath - 
cjna's Horse." 

FoMowing the cessation of hostili- 
ties in South Africa, Taggart return- 
ed to Canada and studied medicine in 
McCill University at Montreal. 

Upon leaving McGill he forgot pills 
and powders long enough to .accept 
a position as superintendent of the 
ridw.-.y mail service. Then he enter- 
ed etigedom via a Seattle stock 



(umpir.y. His first part was that of 
a Chinese, with a short queue and two 
lines much shorter. He continued in 
etock work throughout all the large 
cit es of the United States, and after 
several successful seasons became a 
member of "The Prince of India" 
company, of which William Farnum 
was the star. 

In 1911 he left the footlights for the 
motion picture studio lights, and al- 
lied himself with the Sclig forces. He 
was in "The Tale of the North," 
"Brown of Harvard," and many other 
photoplays and had leads with Irene 
Fenwick for Kleine. 

Mr. Taggart will have the role op- 
posite Valeska Suratt in the picturi- 
zation of a great novel which Di- 
rector Kenean Buel is making for Wil- 
liam Fox.

PRACRASTINATION. 



Once again tlie lowering cloud of examination time hangs huge 
and menacingly above % us: There arc sonic who mark its approach 
fveii as it tops the horizon, and in all wisdom make gradual yet 
thorough preparation tor its inevitable arrival. This happy state of 
preparedness is unfortunately not universal. As each and every ex- 
amination draws near there are certain individuals who in the rush 
of other engagements have tailed to perceive the approach of the in- 
vvitabh — or pereeiving— have delayed preparation until too late. And 
now, with a start of incredulity, they awaken to find themselves ac- 
tually enveloped in the shallow of the impending ordeal— frantic 
and panic-stricken in their state of uupreparedness. Then follows 
the brief period into which is hastily crammed as much as possible of 
the accumulated work which might have been leisurely and thor- 
oughly doue during the past few months of idleness. In feverish I advices 
haste and nerve-racking anxiety the process of "cramming" is re- f 
sorted to— with what result? Often a dismal failure, or in happier 
eases a mere pass, which, though under the circumstances is gratify- 
ing, leaves a deep feeling of dissatisfaction. 

Suoh a culmination naturally instigates an inquiry on the part 
of the would-be student with regard to the cause of so unsatisfactory 
termination of the year's (?) work. And almost without exception 
he traces it to an unconscious habit of procrastination. 

The student is too liable to lull his conscience with the mere fact 
that' the examinations are still in the remote distance, and having 
thus continued to quiet his sense of duty it becomes dull and inef- 
fective, and he rushes on into impending disaster. As Bacon says: 
"It were better to meet sonic dangers half way, though they come 
nothing near, than to keep too long a watch unou their approaches; 
for if a man watch too long, it is odds he will tall asleep.'* 

Consistent and conscientious study throughout the year is hound 
to result in success. "There is surely no greater wisdom than well 
to time the beginnings and onsets of things.'' The examinations are 
inevitable, and it is sheer suicide to walk blindfolded and unprepared 
into their midst. 

The duty of denouncing what we are bound to consider a pre- 
valent evil has lead us to express our views on this question rather 
than any idea of warning the unwary. The eleventh hour is at hand, 
and the unhappy undergraduate who has thus far ignored the in- 
evitable cannot now hope to retrieve the lost opportunities of the 
past. However, surely an unfortunate ran do no better now than to 
put forth every possible effort during the remaining days of the term 
Su an earnest endeavour to redeem those hours and days which he 
Jias so unwisely sacrificed.

ARE COLLEGE ACTIVITIES WOllTH *»'HIL3? ! 



Students who have most of their college days behind them are 
bound, sooner or later, to question whether they have used wise judg- 
ment in directing their interests. If thoy have confined their efforts 
to getting the fullest benefit from their class room work, they won- 
der if they hove been too narrow in their interpretation of college 
education! and if they have given the larger share of their attention 
to extra-curricular interests, they doubt whether they have been 
justified in slighting their studies. In ease the student engages in 
only u limited amount of outside work, so that his scholastic stand- 
ing does not suffer, the problem is, of course, easy of solution, Under 
Mich circumstances, it is conceded that the outside activities are 
beneficial in that they give the undergraduate a homéopathie dose 
«»f the bitter medicine which the world is said to be widtii>;r to admin- 
ister to him. 

There are, however, a half-dozen student offices which consti- 
tute such a heavy drain on their holders' time and efforts that it is 
found impossible to do justice to even a light course of study. Here 
is where the question arises, Does it pay? Is the holder of such a 
position more unsound in his view of college life than the opposite 
type who lives a life of "académie seclusion ' and who looks forward 
to the Phi Beta Kappa key as the key to success? Again, if the head 
of a student publication such as the Daily or the Gopher gets so much 
experience, why should he not go out' into the world where he can 
get his experience at first hand and undiluted, and without the dis- 
traction of occasionally having to attend classes? Or if it is true 
lhat the student editor receives training equivalent to that offered 
by the journalism department, and that the business manager gets 
the equivalent, of courses in économies, why not' recognize the fact 
by giving them university credit in journalism or economies, thus 
augmenting their trilling stipend, and enabling them to carry a 
lighter programme of additional work? Or should he be prepared, 
when he enters the office, to make a big sacrifice? 

These are merely some of the questions that have perplexed us 
lately, and we do not now undertake to answer them. They are 
thrown out in the hope that someone who has gone through the mill 
will shed the light of experience on a problem that at some time or 
other every student must face.— The Minnesota Daily. 



Old Graduates Die, 



A Ripley, Ont., despatch says:— On 
Friday there passed away at his home 
here one of the unique personalities 
of this Scottish community, and one 
of the .nust useful of Ontario's pion- 
eers, in the person of D. A, McCrlm- 
mon, M.I). He was born In Glengarry 
county In 1S3H. the son uf Alex. M.C- 
Crlmmon and .lane Moss. 

In lKfiS and lSilii he taught school 
in Lucknow, but resigned to take • 
the study of medicine, in 1869 he grad- 
uated from McGill Medical College, 
Montreal, taking the medal in biology. 
He immediately began the practice 
of medicine In Lucknow. His remark- 
able record in cures of meningitis in 
the great epidemic of Huron county 
diew doctors from all parts to con- 
fer with him. 

After some years' practice in Luck- 
now he crossed the ocean and took 
brilliant post-graduate courses for the 
degrees of M.R.C.8. and L.H.S.P. Ow- 
ing to very serious Illness after his 
return from Edinburgh, he moved to 
Underwood, Bruce county, and on re- 
gaining his health settled In Bipley In 
1895. 

While In Lucknow he was the "live 
wire" of the noted Caledonian Society 
of Western Ontario, and for twelve 
years was its chief, 

In 1871 he married Elizabeth Wil- 
liamson, of Lucknow, and she and 
seven children survive him. These 
are: Horace, of Vancouver; Burnish, 
of Chicago; Alex, of Ruby, Alaska 
Mrs. Dr. Coulter of Philadelphia 
Kale, at home; Mrs. (Bev.) .1, M. Hor- 
ion, of KlngsviUe. and Adela, at 
home. All the doctor's brothers and 
sisters are alive, nine in all, and theli 
Tggregale ages make Ofifi years. 

Dr. McCrimmon was a Liberal and 
a Presbyterian. 

One of the oldest graduates of the 
Faculty of Medicine passed away on 
Sunday morning in the person of Dr. 
Charles Àult, Med. '05, whose death 
occurred suddenly at his residence, 89 
St. Mark street. Dr. A nil hud been in 
poor health for some time, but his 
death was most unexpected. 

Dr. Ault was born In Aultsvllle, 
Ont., on July 17th, 1X33, and after at- 
tending the local schools entered Mc- 
Gill, and took his degree in Medicine 
In IS.iri. For a time he practised In 
Richmond, Ont., later coming to Mont- 
real, where he was associated with the 
firm of .lames Boy and Company, and 
subsequently medical examiner and 
manager of the North America Life 
Insurance Co. The late Dr. Ault had 
been a trustee of Erskine Presbyter- 
Ian Church for a number of years. He 
was of United Empire Loyalist stock. 
Mrs. Ault has been dead for more 
than ten years. Dr. Ault was an uncle 
of the late Prof. James Chalmers 
'"ameron. Med. '74. of Wellington A. 
Cameron, of Toronto, barHster, Arts 
'86, and great uncle of Dakers Cam- 
eron, Arts '03.
